WANT VOTE ON SUBSIDY BILL. 


Senate Leaders Will Force the Question 
to an Issue with the Least : 
Dossible Delay. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.~Senator Frye 
gave notice in the Senate today that he in- 
tended to keep the shipping bill to the front, 
even as against appropriation bills, not yfeld- 
ing to them without a vote of the Senate. It 
indicated a disposition on the part of Senate 
leaders to force to an early issue the question 
of whether the shipping bill is going to pass 
at this session. Senator Turner of Wash- 
ington spoke today in severe arraignment of 
the bill, declaring it to be a “‘lawiess, piratical 
raid upon the public Treasury.“ in the inter- 
est ot a few private beneficiaries, and com- 
mitting the government to expenditures ag- 


Mr. Turner said it ne of the most 
extraordinary measures ever brought before 
Congress. It was vicious in principle and 
absurd in the extravagance to which it pro- 
ceeded. It had been devised by a select com- 


‘mittee of private parties, aided by distin- 


guished counsel, with less consideration of 
the public welfare than of the private inter- 
ests concerned. 

Mr. Turner said all the world outside of 
the United States pays léss than $20,000,000 
annually in the way of ship sabsidies. This 
country was preparing to pay almost half 
as much, when it is admitted that our ton- 
nage is ‘not one-hundredth part of the ton- 
nage of the world. He argued that outside 
of the vicious principle of the bill the great- 
est objection is found in the fact that it will 
retard, instead of advancing, American shi 
bullding. The result of such legislation would 
be that ship-owners would build ships for 
foreigners far more cheaply than they would 
build American vessels. é 
Before the session closed the committee 
amendments were informally agreed to.

Sefior Buencamino represents ‘the Ex- 
tremists, who declare themselves in favor 
of “advancing with the new period of na- 
tional formation, issuing from darkness and 
disorder, and leaving Aguinaldo,and the 
church and state mixture.“ * 


Consult Presbyterian Missionary 


No public meeting has been held, but the 


leaders of the movement met privately to- 
night to diseuss the question with the Rev. 
James Rodgers, a missionary of the Presby- 
terlan board, who advises the establishment 
of an evangelical church. 

The principals in the project are Buencas 
mino, Dr. Rosario, Tavara, and Flores.

Washington, D. C. Jan. 29. A summary 


ot what has been achieved by the United 


States in the dtrection of opening up and ex- 
tending our markets abroad is presented in 
a letter from Secretary Hay, laid before 


Congress today, accompanying the report on 


„Commercial Relations of the United States 


with Foreign Countries.” 


Secretary Hay, after calling attention to 


the promptness with which the reports have 


been filed, which “ indicates continued im- 
provement in the activity and zeal of our con- 


sular officers, as well as in the system of 


publishing and distributing their reports,” 


adds: 
The practical character of the commer- 


clal information obtained by our Consuls and 


the celerity with which it is given to the puh 
lic continue to excite the emulation of for- 
eign governments, and during the last year 
steps have been taken by both Great Britain 
and Germany to ingraft these features of 
our consular work upon their consular sys- 


tems. 

“The general conclusion to be drawn from 
a survey of the conditions in foreign coun- 
tries, as described in the reports herewith 
presented, is that thé United States is ap- 
proaching, even more swiftly than was ex- 
pected, a position of eminence in the world’s 
markets, due to superior quality and greater 
cheapness of many lines of its manufactures; 
which must work great economic changes, 
and may result in shifting the center, not only 
of industrial, but of commetcial, ‘activity 
and the money power of the world to our 
marts. * 

The trade indications of American su- 
premacy during the last year have been so 
marked that many foreign industries; ac- 
cording to the reports of our Consuls in Eu- 
rope, are introducing American machinery 
and labor-saving appliances, and remodeling 
their factory methods, and we may expect in 
the near future a more strenuous competi- 
tion, for which it is important we should 
prepare ourselves.“ 


FIXES GOLD AS THE STANDARD. 


Congressman Overstreet Reports a Bill 
Making All Silver Money EX- 
changeable for Yellow Coin. 


| Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—The ret rt of 
Representative Overstreet of 3 upon 


the bill which he was authorised by the 


Banking committee to report to the House, 
Ito maintain the parity of the money of the 
United, States,” was presented to the House 
today. The report declares that the bill ‘‘ res 
affirms the declaration of the United States 
government to maintain the parity of all 
forms of money with the gold standard of 
value and makes provision whereby the 
parity of the silver dollars may be main- 
tained by exchange for gold at the Treasury 
upon the demand of the holder.” Mr. Over- 
street then continues: 

“The first section of the bill directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury at the demand of 
the holder to exchange gold coin for stand- 
ard silver dollars. when presented to the 
Treasury of the United States in sums not 


less than fifty dollars.“ 


It is declared that making silver dol 


‘exchangeable for gold coin at the Treasury 


would not change existing conditions tn any 
material respect except in the increased de- 


gree of confidence inspired among the public 


in the character of silver money.

FRIARS BETURN. 


Taft: Commission Advised the 
Government on Problem 
NO ISSUE. 80 SERIOUS. 


‘Natives Cannot Understand New 
Status of Curates, Whom They 
Consider Oppressors. 


— * 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.— [Special. 
Whether or not the friars shall return to the 
Philippine Islands is perhaps the most seri- 
ous problem before the United States gov- 
ernment, according to the re of the Taft 
commission which was laid Congress 
last week. 

That the question is one which must be de- 
cided with the least possible delay ts insist- 
ed. It is a.new lasue fer Americans, who 
cannot appreciate the relations between 
church and state which. formerly existed in 
the islands. 

In the opinion of the commissioners the 
friars must not be permitted to take up their 

work again, as the natives of all classes look 
upon the members of the religious orders as 
oppressors and could not be made to under- 
stand that under the United States govern- 
ment the curates would be deprived of most 
of thetr old powers. 


Views of the Taft Commission. 

Judge Taft himself is author of the lengthy 
chapter in the report which treats of the 
friars, and his views are indorsed by all his 
colleagues. ts from this part of the 
report follow: 
 “ Ordinarily, the government of the Unit- 
ed States and its servants have little or ho 
concern with religious societies or corpora- 
tions and their members.’ With us the church 
is so completely separated from the state 
that it is difficult to imagine cases in which 
the policy of a church in the selection of its 
ministers and the assignment of them to duty 
can be regarded as of political moment, or as 
a proper subject of comment in the report 
of a public officet. In the paci tion of the 
Philippines by our government, wever, it 
is impossible to ignore the great t which 
such a question plays. 

“ Excepting the Moros, who are Moslems, 
and the wild tribes, who are pagans, the 
Philippine people belong to the Roman Cath- 
olle Chufch. The total number of Catholic 
souls shown by the church registry in 1898 


| was 6,559,908, To care for these in that year 


there were in the archipelago, 746 regular 
parishes, 105 mission parishes, and 116 mis- 
sions, or 967 In all. Of the regular parishes all 
save 180 were administered by Spanish monks 
of the Dominican, Augstinian, or Franciscan 
orders. Natives were not admitted to these 
‘orders. There were two Kinds of Augustini- 
ans in these islands, the shod and the unshod. 
The latter are called Recolletos, and are 
merely an offshoot from the original order 
of St. Augustine. 

* By the revolutions of 1896 and 1898 against 
Spain all the Dominicans, Atgustinians, 
Recollétos, and Franciscgns acting as parish 
priests Were driven from their parishes to 
take refuge in Manila. Forty were killedand 
408: were imprisoned, and were not all re- 
leased until by the advance of the American 
troops it became impossible for the insur- 
gents to retain them. Of the 1,126 who were 
in the islands in 1806 only 472 remain. The 
remainder were either killed or died, re- 
turned to Spain, or went to China or South 
America. There were also in the islands en- 
gaged in missions and missionary parishes 
forty-two Jesuits, sixteen Capuchins, and six 
Benedictines, and while many of these left 
their missions because of disturbed condi- 
tions they do not seem to have been assault- 
ed or imprisoned for any length of time. 


Native Priests Not Disturbed. 


„In addition to the members of the mo- 
nastic orders there were 150 native secular 
clergymen in charge of small parishes, who 
were not disturbed. There were also many 
native priests in the larger parishes, who as- 
sisted the friar curates, and they have re- 
mained, and they have been and are acting 
as parish priests. 

The burning political question, discussion 
7 strongly agitates the people of the 

Uippines, is whether fhe members of the 
four great orders of St. Dominic, St. Au- 
gustine, St. Francis, and the Recolletos shail 
return to the parishes from which they were 
driven by the revolution. Colloquially the 
term ‘friars’ includes the members of these 
four orders. The Jesuits, Capuchins, Bene- 
sdictines, and the Paulists, of whom there are 


ea few teachers here, have done only mission 


work or teaching, and have not aroused the 
hostility existing against the four large or- 
ders to which we are now about to refer. 

The truth is, that the whole government 
of Spain in these islands rested on the friars. 
To use the expression of the Provincial of the 
Augustinians, the friars. were the pedestal, 
or foundation, of the sovereignty of Spain 
in (these islands,’ which, being removed, the 
whole structure would topple over.“ The 
number of Spanish troops in these islands did 
not exceed 5,000 until the revolution; The 
tenure of office of the friar curate was per- 
manent. There was but little rotation of 
priests among the parishes. 


Friars as Political Factors. 


Once settled in a parish, a priest usually 
continued there until superannuation. He 
was, therefore, a constant political factor 
for a generation. The same was true of the 
Archbishop and the Bishops. The civil anc 
military officers of Spain in the island were 
here for not longer than four years, and 
more often for a less period. The friars, 
priests, and Bishops, therefore, constituted 
a solid, powerful, permanent, well organ- 
ized . political force in the islands which 
dominated politics. The stay of those offi- 
cérs who attempted to pursue a course at 
variance with that deemed wise by the orders 
was invariably shortened by monastic in- 
fluence. 

“Of the four great orders, one, the Fran- 
ciscans, ts not permitted to own property, 
except convents and schools. This is no 
true of the other three. They own some val- 
uable business property in Manila, and have 
large amounts of money to lend. But the 
chief property of these orders is in agricul- 
tural land. The total amount owned by the 
three ofders in the Philippines is approxi- 
mately 403,000 acres: Of this 121,000 acres 
is in the Province of Cavite alone. The whole 
is distributed as follows: Cavite, Province 
of Luzon, 121,747 acres; Laguna, Province of 
Luzon, 62,172 acres; Manila, Province of 

uzon, 50,145; Bulacan, Province of Luzon, 

341; Morong, Province of Luzon, 4,940; 
Bataan, Province of Luzon, 1,000; Cagayan, 
Province of Luzon, 49,400; Island of Cebu, 
16,418; Island of Mindoro, 58,455. Total, 
408.718. 


Autocratic Power of Curates. 


“It cannot admit of contradiction that 
the autocratic power which each friar curate 
exercised over the people and civil officials 
of his parish gave them a most plausible 
ground for belief that nothing of injustice, 
of eruelty, of oppression, of narrowing 
restraint of liberty, was imposed on them 
for which the friar was not entirely responsi- 
ble. His sacerdotal functions were not in 
their eyes the important ones, except as they 
enabled him to clinch and make more com- 
plete his civil and political control. The revo- 
lutions against Spain’s sovereignty began as 
movements against the friars. Such was the 
tenor of Rizgzi’s chief work, Noll Me Tan- 
gere.“ The treaty of Biacnabato, which end- 
ed the first revolution, is said to have con- 
tained the condition that the friars should 
be expelled. 
In the second revolution, as already said, 
at least forty friars “ere killed and over 
400 were imprisoned. Having in view these 
circumstances, the statement of the bish 
and friars that the mass of the people in 
these islands, except only a few of the lead- 
ing men of each town and the native clergy, 


are friendly te them cannot be accepted as

aeourate, All ine evidence derived from 
every source but. the friars themselves 


shows clearly. the feeling of hatred for 
the friars‘is . nigh univ apd per- 
meates all classes. 


Lords of Immense Manors, 
In the Provinces of Cavité Laguna, and 
Bulacan, as well as the country districts 


of Manila, the political feeling against the 


friafs has in it also an element of agrarian- 
ism. . For generations the friars have deen 
lordg of these immense manors, upon which, 
since 1880, they have paid no taxes, while 
every ‘hombre’ living on them paid his 
cedula, worked out 4 road tax, and, if he 
were in business of any kind, pafd his in- 
dustrial impost. It is significant that it was 
in Cavyité that the two revolutions broke 
out and that each in its beginning was mere- 
iy, a protest against the aggressions of the 
ars. 

In the light of these considerations it is 
not wonderful that the people should regard 
the return of the friars to their parishes as 

a return to the conditions existing before the 
revolution. The common people are utterly 
unable to appreciate that under the sover- 
_e¢ignty of the United States the position of 
the friar as curate would be different from 
that under Spain. . 

. “ Phis is not a religious question, though 
it concerns the selection of religious minis- 
ters for religious communities. The Philip- 
pine people love the Catholic Church. The 


| solemnity and grandeur of its ceremonies

appeal most strongly to their religious mo- 


| tives, and it may be doubted whether there 


is any country in the world in which the peo- 
ple have a more profound attachment for 
their church than this has. The depth of 
their feeling against the friars may be meas- 
ured by the, fact that it exists against those 
who until two yéars,ago administered the 
sacraments of the church upon which they 
feel so great dependence and for which they 
have so profound a respect. 


Have No Feeling Against Church. 


“The feeling against the friars is solely 
political. The people would gladly receive 
as ministers of the Roman Catholic religion 
any save those who are to them the embodi- 
ment of allin the Spanish rule that was hate- 
ful. If the friars return to their parishes, 
though only under the same police protection 
which the American government is bound to 
extend to any other Spanish subjects in these 
islands, the people will regard it as the act 


ot that government. They have so long been 
used to have every phase of their con- 


duct regulated by r order 
that the coming again of the 

ars will be accepted as an execu- 
tive order to them to recétve the friars 
as curates with their old, all absorbing func- 
tions. It is likely to have the same effect 


on them that the return of General Weyler } 

under an American commission as Governor | 

of Cuba would have had on the people of |

that island. 


“ Those who are charged with the duty of 


pacifying these islands may, therefore, prop- 
erly have the Hveliest concern in a matter 
whieh, though on its surface only ecclesias- 
tical, is, in the most important phase of it, 
political, and fraught with the most critieal 


consequences to the peace and good order of 
the country, in which it is their duty to set 


up civil government. 


Violence and Murder Feared. 


“We are convinced that a return of the 
friars to their parishes will lead to lawless 
violence and murder, and that the people will 
charge the course taken to the American 
govérnment, thus turning against it the re- 
sentment felt towards the friars. It is to be 
remembered that the Filipinos who are in 
sympathy with the American cause in these 
islands are as bitterly opposed to the friars 
as the most irreconcilable insurgents, and 
that they look with the greatest anxiety to 
the course to be taker! in the matter. 

It is suggested that thé friars, if they re- 
turneg, would uphold American sovereignty, 
and be efficient instruments in securing 
peace and good order, whereas the native 
priests who now fill the parishes are, many 
of them, active insurgent agents or in strong 
sympathy with the cause. 

It is probably true that a considerable 
number of the Filipino priests are hostile to 
American sovereignty, largely because they 
fear that the Catholfe Chureh will deem it 
necessary, on the restoration of complete 
peace, to bring back the friars or to elevate 
the moral tone of the priésthood by intro- 
ducing priests from America and elsewhere. 
But it is certain that the enmity among the 
people against the American government 
caused by the return of the friars would far 
cutweigh the advantage of efforts to secure 
and preserve the allegiance of the people to 
American sovereignty which might be made 
by priests who are still subjects of a mon- 
archy with which the American government 
has been lately at war, and who have not the 
slightest sympathy with the political princi- 
ples of civil liberty which the American gov- 
ernment represents. 


Problem of Greatest Importance. 


“We have set forth the facts upon this 
important issue because we do not think 
they ought to be or can be ignored. We 
earnestly hope that those who control the 
policy of the Catholic Church in these islands 
with the same sagacity and provisions which 
characterize all its important policies will 
see that it would be most unfortunate for 
the Philippine Islands, for the Catholic 
Church, and for the American government 
to attempt to send back the friars, and that 
some other solution of the difficulties should 
be found. 

The question for the prelate and states- 
man is not whether the bitter feeling toward 
the friars is justified or not, but whether 
it exists. It does not seem to us, there- 
fore, to aid in reaching a conclusion to 
point out that all the civilization found in 
the Philippines is due to the friars. Be it so. 
Ought they on this account to return to their 
parishes in the face of a deep popular feeling 
against them? A popular bias or prejudice, 
2 seated in an ignorant people, is not 
to disregarded because it cannot stand 


the test of reason or evidence. It must be 


reckoned with. : 

“It would, of course, be of much assist- 
ance to the American cause if the Catholic 
Church were to send among the people Amer- 
ican priests with the love of their country 
that they have always shown and with thei 
clear understanding of civil liberty and con- 
servative popular government; but it is said 
that such priests are not available for the 
work. This is a question of purely church 
policy with which we have nothing to do. 
It is enough to say that the political ques- 
tion will be eliminated if the friars are not 
sent back. — 

The friars have large property interests 
in these islands which the United States 
government is nd by treaty obligations 
and by the law of its being to protect. It is 
natural and proper that the friars should 
feel a desire to remain where so much of 
their treasure Is. 


Would Purchase All the Land. 
“Nearly all the immense agricultural 
holdings have been transferred by the three 
orders; by the Dominicans to a man named 
Andrews; by the Recolletos to an English 
corporation, and by the Augustinians to an- 
other corporation; but these transfers do not 
seem to have been out and out sales, but 
only a means for managing the estates with- 
out direct intervention of the friars, or for 
selling the same when a proper price can 
be securéd. The friars seem to remain the 
real owners. It would avoid some trouble- 
some agrarian disturbances between the. 
friats and their quondam tenants if the 
insular government could buy these large 
haciendas of the friars and sell them out in 
small holdings to the present tenants, who, 
forgiven for the rent due during the two 
years of war, would recognize the title of the 
government without demur and gladly ac- 
cept an opportunity, by payment of the price 
in small installments, to become absolute 
owners of that which they and their ances- 
tors have so long cultivated. : 
„With the many other calls upon the insu- 
lar treasury a large financial operation like 
this could probably not be conducted to a 
successful issue without the aid of the United 
States government, either by a direct loan 
or by a guaranty of bonds to be issued for 
the purpose. The bonds or loans could be 
met gradually from the revenues of the 
islands, while the proceeds of the land, which 
would sell readily, could be used to consti- 
tute. a school fund. This object, if declared, 
would make the plan most popular, because 
the desire for education by the Filipinos 
of all tribes is strong and gives encouraging 
promise of the future mental development of 
a now uneducated and ignorant people. 
The provincials of the orders were un- 
derstood in their evidence to intimate a 
willingness on the part of the orders to sell 
their holdings if a satisfactory 
price Should be pald. What such ‘a /price 
would be we are unable without further in- 
vestigation to state. If an agreement could 
pot. be reached it is’ probable, though upon 
we express no definite opinion, that thers 
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would be ground in the circumstances for a 
resort to condemnation proceedings. 


Must Show Respect to Church. 


A the Catholic Church is and ought to 
continue a prominent factor in the life, peace, 


contentment, and progress of the Philippine 


people, it would seem the wisest course, 
wherever it is possible to do so without in- 
fringing upon the principle that clrurch and 
state must be kept separate, to frame civil 
laws which shall accord with views conscien- 
tiously entertained by Catholics, priests, and 
laymen, and which shall not deal unfairly 
with the people of a different faith. It would 
seem clear that any government organized 
under the sovereignty of the United States 
cannot devote public money to the teaching of 
any particular religion. 

“Tt has been suggested, however, that In 
any system of 
these islands it would be proper to afford to 
every religious denomination the right to 
send religious instructors to the public 
schools to instruct the children of parents 
who desire it in religion several times a week, 
at times when such instruction will not inter- 
fere with the regular curriculum. That is 
what is understood 12 be the Fairbault plan. 

“Jt is not certafn that this would meet 
completely the views of the Catholic hier- 
archy, but it is likely it would avoid that act- 
ive hostility to a public school system which 
might be a formidable obstacle in spread- 
ing education among these Catholic people. 
The commission has reached no definite con- 
clusion upon the matter, but only states the 
question as one calling for solution jn the not 


far distant future.” 


WADE AND LUDLOW TO MANILA. 


Two Brigadiers Ordered to the Philip- 
pines to Relieve Two General Of- 
cers Now There. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—By direction 
of the President Brigadier Generals James 
F. Wade and William Ludlow will be re- 
lieved of their present duties and ordered to 
San Francisco, in time to sail on the first 
transport from that port after March 1. for 
Manila, where they will report to the com- 
manding General, Division of the Philip- 
pines, for assignment to duty. The detail 
of Generals Wade and Ludlow to duty in the 
Philippines will enable the department to 
relieve two general officers on duty there and

| have assumed that the electrostatic capacity 


of a conducting body remains a fixed and un- 
alterable quantity, and many scientific re- 
aults of the greatest importance are de- 
pendent on this assumption. Now, I have 
discovered that this capacity is not fixed and 
unalterable at all, but variable. 
Taking together the results of my inves- 
‘tigations I find that this variation of the 
capacity and consequently of the vibration 
period is evidently dependent, first, on the 
absolute height above sea level, though in a 
‘small degree; second, on the relative height 
of the conducting surface or capacity with 
respect to the bodies surrounding it; third, 
on the distance of the earth to the sun; and, 
fourth, on the relative change of the circuit 
with respect to the sun caused by the diurnal 
rotation of the earth; fifth, on the resulting 
equation of the various cohesive bodies when 
weighed against the disintegration of the 
masses plus the ductibility of the conductor. 
These facts may be of particular inter- 
est to meteorologists and astronomers, inas- 
much as practical methods of inquiry may 
result from these observations, which may be 
useful in their respective flelds. It is prob- 
able we shall perfect instruments for indicat- 
ing the altitude of a place by means of a cir- 
cult properly constructed and arranged, and 
I have thought of a number of other uses to 
which this principle may be put.”

WANTS “ANTI-PASS” LAW. 


Committees on Apportionment 
Take Up Their Labors and

‘GOSSIP FROM LEGISLATURE. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHI 
Springfield, 
Augustus W. Nohe held the tenter of the 
stage in the House today. He probably will 
take it again tomorrow. His resolution call- 
ing for an investigation as to recent acci- 
dents on the Alton road was referred to the 
Cqmmittee on Railroads. A motion to recon- 
sider was entered, and those opposed to the 
resolution will endeavor to get it back on the 
floor of the House and kill it. By way of 
explanation, Mr. Nohe said the resolution 
was not, as the lobbyist of the Alton road 
said, introduced for the purpose of securing 
transportation over the road in question. It 
was for the purpose of protecting the lives of 
the traveling public of the State of Illinois. 
There was some acrimonious debate over the 
proposition. A motion to table the resolu- 
tlon was lost by a vote of yeas 53 to nays 71. 
Then it went to the committee. Mr. Nohe 
now will proceed, by means of a resolution, 
asking the Railroad and Warehouse commis- 
sion to make the investigation in question. 


Anti-Lobby Rule for House. 


Mr. Nohe says he feels that the lobbyists 
and lawyers representing interests of more 
or less moment are taking too many liberties 
on the floor 6f the House. In order to free 
the members from contamination he tomor- 
row will introduce a resolution identical with 
the terms of that adopted by the Senate last 
week. He will endeavor to have the House 
approve it or he will know the reason why. 

By way of diversion, Mr. Nohe will intro- 
duce a copy of the Wiscensin law on the pass 
question, with numerous amplifications. He 
will offer a bill making it a felony for the 
officers of any common carrier with motive 
power of steam, electricity, horse, or cable, 
to issue passes to members of the Legislature 
and declares that any member of the Legis- 
lature who accepts such a favor for himself 
or others shall be deemed guilty of a felony. 
The penalties are high, being imprisonment 
for from one to five years for each offense. 


Work on Senatorial Apportionment. 


The House Committee on Senatorial Ap- 
portionment took up its labors today. Chair- 
man Bundy was empowered toappoint a sub- 
committee consisting of five members from 
the State at large and three members from 
Cook County to draft a genera! bill to be sub- 
mitted to the committee. The question as to 
the representation Cook County shall have 
will be considered when the subcommittee 
reports. 


To Arrange Congressional Lines. 

The House Committee on Congressional 
Apportionment empowered Chairman Scrog- 
in to appoint a subcommittee of nine, three 
from Cook and six from the country, to make 
an apportionment. Mr. Scrogin says he will 
not announce this subcommittee until he sees 
what the Senate Committee on Congressional 
Apportionment does. Judging by the talk 
of the members at the committee meeting, 
they wanted to throw Lake County in with 
Cook and give this territory ten Congres- 
sional districts. 

Representative Dole submitted a plan for 
apportionment outside of Cook which would 
give the Republicans all but three_of the 
country districts. Ex-Senator Warder of 
Alexander is here and is credited with a 
scheme to get George W. Smith, Congress- 
man from the Twenty-second District, into 
a district running west from Jackson County, 
his home. 

The apportionments, Congressional and 
legislative, made by the subcommittee of 
Cook County Central committee undoubtedly 
will be accepted here. 


Constitutional Amendment Asked. 


Representative Curtis today introduced in 
the House a resolution for the submission 
to the voters at the next general election of 
u proposition for a constitutional conven- 
tion. It says the present constitution is in- 
adequate to the wants of the people, owing 
to the rapid increase in wealth and popula- 
‘tion, and the vast amount of capital invested 
in commercial enterprises. These conditions 
demand legislation which cannot be secured 
under the present constitution. The resolu- 
tion was referred to the Judiciary commit- 
tee, after a roll call for a suspension of the 
rules to make the resolution a special order 
for next Tuesday. The yeas were 66 and the 
nays 56. The Democrats voted solidly 
against it. The proposition required a two- 
thirds vote, and it probably is beaten, for 
this session at least. 


Six Contests in Lower House. 


There are contests in six legislative dis- 
tricts. In the Eighteenth two Democrats, C. 
S. Schneider and C. V. McClenathan, claim 
the seat. McClenathan holds the certificate 
of election and claims to have had 200 more 
votes than the other man. In the Twenty- 
third District Lawrence Kilcourse, who is a 
Republican candidate, contests the seat of 
D. E. Sullivan, Democrat. In the Twenty- 
fifth District M. F. Henneberry contests the 
seat of William A. Bowle. Both men are 
Democrats. In the Thirty-third District 
Mathew J. McEniry contests the seat of 
James H. Andrews. Both men are Demo- 
crats. In the Thirty-ninth District E. L. 
Merritt, Democrat, contests the seats of 
Jones and Wheeler, Republicans, and Ridge- 
ly, Democrat. Jones' lead on Merritt 18 
given as forty-one votes, and a recount is 
asked for. In the Forty-fourth District Ed- 
ward Craig contests the seat of Jasper Part- 
ridge. Both men are Republicans. The 
committee will begin active hostilities next 
Thursday. 


New Fish Law Is Demanded. 


The fish industry in the Illinots River will 
furnish a bone of contention before this 
General Assembly. The amateur fishermen 
along the river are indignant because they 
say the stream is being seined and netted 
and that the fish are being taken out of it 
by the carload and shipped to New York 
from Meredosa and other points. They de- 
clare that in a few years there will be no 
game fish in the river. 

Commissioners Cohen and Bartlett will 
offer a new fish law on behalf of the State 
Fish commission. It will prohibit seines 
from the 15th of April to the Ist of August 
in each year. It also will prohibit the use of 
a hook and line during the same time within 
400 feet of the dams over the river. The Fish 
Commissioners say that almost $1,000,000 
worth of coarse fish is sent from Illinois to 
Eastern markets every year and that com- 
mercial seining for these fish does not deplete 
the waters of game fish. 3 


May Legislate Clerk Out of Office. 


Representative Wheeler of Sangamon will 
offer a bill temorrow authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a secretary for the State 
Board of Agriculture with a tenure of office 
of two years at an annual salary of $2,500. 
The office in question is now held by W. C. 
Garrard. Quite a number of people want 
to oust him, but the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, by unanimous vote, re@lected him the 
other day, so it is proposed to legislate him 
out of office.

A com- 
pany cannot be legislated out of business, 
and should this law pass, the companies 
might seek to have it tested on the ground 
that it costs them more to carry a passenger 
than the rate at which they are paid, In that 
case the law would be held invalid, but should 
it be shown that the rate. permits a reason- 
able profit it would be sustained.” | 

Patrons. of the elevated roads long have 
contended that they are entitled to a lower 


| rate at a time when compelled to undergo 


the discomforts of overcrowding, and this 
bill would provide the reduction they asked. 


Would Tax Insurance Agents. 

Another measure of especia! interest in Chi- 
cago was one introduced by Mr. Hammond 
yesterday empowering incorporated cities, 
towns, and villages to levy a tax, not exceed- 
ing 2 per cent per annum on the gross re- 
ceipts of any agency of any insurance com- 
pany within their corporate limits. 


Judges Not Asking More Pay. 


It is claimed that the Judges in Cook Coun- 
ty have made no concerted movement for an 
act of the Legislature increasing the pay of 
Judges. At one time or another they have 
all expressed the opinion that such an act 
ought to be passed, but it is said they took no 
part in the presentation of the Busse bill, in- 
creasing the salary of Judges in Cook Coun- 
ty from 7,000 to 512.000. This bill is of no 
great moment to those on the bench now,” 
said one Judge last evening. They are pro- 
hibited from taking any more salary than 
when they were elected, and the constitution 
alsa provides that their emoluments shall not 
be lessened.”

Otis 8. Favor Declares That the Chicago

The letters call attention to the fact that 
the park belongs to the public and that to 
give any of it away to a few men would bea 
great wrong to the many. The whole exposi- 
tion project is denounced as a money-making 
scheme, pure and simple. Regarding the 
members of the association Mr. Favor says: 

It you allow these public-spirited gentle- 
men to plant themselves upon our parks for 
exposition purposes, how can you refuse some 
other pubfic-spirited parties the privilege of 
putting a horse show or some other building 
that they may think will be a good thing for 
the dear people—where are you to draw the 
line? 

Remember, these are the same public- 
spirited gentlemen who got up a so-called 
peace jubilee two years ago to make money, 
and in order to accomplish their object they 
used all the holy and noble sentiments that 
animate the human breast. Are you going to 
put our parks into the hands of these men? 
The Chicago Commercial association is com- 
posed of the successful business-men of our 
city, who are able to take care of themselves, 
‘who know a good thing when they see it— 
and will get it if possible—measure every- 
thing by dollars, and think it a great waste 
to allow that large piece of land, Lake Front 
Park, to be unoccupied when they could 
make so much money out of it. 

„ These public-spirited citizens are grab- 
bing everything in sight which belongs to 
the public,” said Mr. Favor last night. 
„ They make a great pretense of acting for 
the public good, but the real purpose is to ad- 
vertise their business, draw the people to the 
city, and wring their dollars from them. 
Every business house within the loop, every 
saloon, and every traction company favors 
the project, of course. But is it right to take 
this public property, which belongs to all 
the people of Chicago, and give it to a few 
rich and favored individuals? I have been 
fighting things of this sort for fifteen years, 
and I'm going to keep on fighting. If the 
land-grabbers answer this letter of mine 
I've got something else up my sleeve.“

WANT SOUTH PARK LOAN 


COMMISSIONERS WOULD ISSUE 
' $500,000 OF BONDS. 


Money Needed to Improve Brighton 
Tract, Just Purchased, and Jackson 
Grounds, South of Sixty-third Street 
—Bill Presented to the Legislature 
in Effort to Secure its Passage 
in Time for a Vote at the Spring 
Election. 


Authority to issue bonds to the amount of 
$500,000 has been asked of the Legislature by 
the South Park board through a bill which 
was introduced yesterday as an emergency 
measure. Efforts will be made to effect its 
passage as quickly as possible, in order that 
the South Park board may give the neces- 
sary twenty days’ notice to the taxpayers 
before the spring election that the bond 
proposition is to be voted on. 

The South Park Commissioners purpose to 
devote the money to the immediate im- 
provement of Brighton Park, the recently 
purchased tract of thirty-five acres, located 
at Thirty-seventh street and Western ave- 
nue, and that portion of Jackson Park lying 
south of Sixty-third street. Lack of money 
has prevented any work of consequence be- 
ing done on the unimproved portion of Jack- 
son Park for several years. Brighton Park 
is nothing more than a cabbage patch at 
present. 

The improvement of Brighton Park is re- 
garded as a matter of first importance. The 
commissioners devoted $85,000 to the pur 
chase of the land for this park from the 
Wentworth estate, with the object of provid- 
ing a place of recreation for the citizens of 
that thickly settled portion ef the city. The 
people of that section have felt the need of 
a park for several years. 

The plans for the completion of Jackson 
Park have en ready for several years, 
awaiting the necessary funds. They were 
prepared by the landscape engineer, Fred- 
erick L. Olmsted, and are on a comprehen- 
sive scale, 

The plans involve several prominent fea- 
tures, the central one being an open fleld of 
fifty acres to be set aside for athletic games. 
Another feature is the south haven, which 
will afford a harbor for yachts. The south 
haven now is a pond with an average depth 
of less than three feet, except near the lake 
shore.
